Bye-laws under section 559 (51) prescribing the conditions under which persons shall be permitted 
to drive registered carts. 


1, Every proprietor or driver of a cart shall comply with such of the following 
provisions for regulating the maximum weight to be carried by carts as shall be applicable to

4, Every driver or person in charge of a cart shall drive or conduct his cart on the 
extreme left of the road in a line with and in rear of any other carts or cart proceeding in 
the same direction, and he shall not in any way make any attempt to pass the cart immedi- 
ately in front of his cart. 

5. No person shall load or unload a cart in a narrow street, except in such portion 
thereof as shall admit the passage of two carts abreast. 

6. When loading or unloading a cart in a street the person in charge of the cart shall 
rest in parallel with the footpath with one of its wheels touching the kerb-stone, or if there 
is no footpath, then parallel with and immediately on the edge of the street. 

7. Every driver or person in charge of a cart shall light his lamp as soon es it becomes 
dark, and shall obey all reasonable orders of the Police on duty. 

8. All loads carried on any cart shall be properly fastened and secured so as,to prevent 
any portion of the load from falling off the cart. Carts laden with bamboos, long iron rails 
or pipes or long timber must be in charge of not less than three men of whom one shall 
go in front to guide the load and another behind; and after dark the persons accompanying 
all carts so laden must each carry a light. 

9. Every driver or person in charge of a cart shall give correct information about his 
own name, age and residence, tle name and residence of the owner, the place where the éart 
is ordinarily kept, and such other particulars necessary to establish his own identity and that 
of the owner of the cart, as he may be required by the Registering Officer to state at the time 
of each half-yearly registration. ; 

10, Every driver shall carry with him when plying for hire the cart license for the 
then current half-year aud prodace it for inspection, whenever required to do so, by any 
Municipal or Police Officer, or the hirer of the cart. 

11. The proprietor and the driver or person in charge of a cart in respect of which an 
offence is committed against any of the above Bye-laws shall be liable for every such offence ° 
toa fine which may extend to 20 Rupees, and in the case of a continuing breach, to a fine 
which may extend to 10 Rupees for every day during which the breach continues after 
conviction for the first breach.

2. A person desirous of having the right to slaughter animals ina slaughter-house 
shall apply to the Chairman for a license. No person shall without or otherwise than in 
conformity with the terms of a license granted by the Chairman in that behalf have the

right to slaughter animals ino slaughter-house. The granting of a license shall be disore- 
onary. ;
